Little Dorothy yes¬ 
terday identified Wylie Morgan, who 
was arrested in a house-to-house 
canvas of the Northeastern section of 
the city by police, as the men who 
had taken her Saturday. She picked 
him out of a group of thirty-five 
plain clothes detectives. 

Physicians who examined Dorothy 
said she had »>een seriously Injured.

An examination of the car said to 
have been driven by Morgan, the 
police declare, revealed blood stains 
In the rear seat and ev id sa as s of* a 
struggle- Morgan Is thirty-eight 
years old. Since his arrest he has 
maintained silence, declining abso¬

Blood stain* also are ulleged to 
have been found «n the prisoner'* 
clothing. 

Morgan, according to the police, 
formerly lived In Maud. Texas. They 
declare he was known under several 
aliases. He was wanted there on 
similar charges, they said.

Sir Clifford said the Canadian con¬ 
stitution had grown old. that the 
Canadian people had outgrown It. and 
he intimated that the legislatures of 
Ontario and some of the Western 
provinces had passed legislation 
which -had interfered seriously with 
the rights of property and therefore 
with the rights of the dtlsens. It 
was "time, he argued, that such mat¬ 
ters should be definitely set right. 

Taking ‘'Immigration'* as his sub¬ 
ject. Sir Clifford fgld no country 
could get immigrants where there 
was not prosperity, and this was 
grounded on the l»aais of the protec¬ 
tion of property rights. These were 
guaranteed under the United States 
constitution, and unless the Canadian 
constitution offered similar guaran¬ 
tees, capital would be shy of coming 
her*. ghd tfc*. poqsibyttto* fsuimr 
the desired Influx of settlers would 
be made that much more difficult.

These two considerations in thrm- 
gpfves—the one a new understanding between the 
5ro great English-speaking nations and the other 
a direct sympathy between a great American 
jurist and his work for a better world—are not 
without importance at this juncture. And it 

J worth mentioning here that as a first rreogni- 
Jn of his extremely valuable contributions Mr. 
Slot was invited to beeome a member of the 
Court. His inability to accept the invitation was 
Occasioned by the fact that his country still re¬ 
mained opposed to the League of Nations and 
all its offsprings. . ' • 

[ It would be unwise to expect the Senate’s ap¬ 
proval of the President's proposal to be followed 
anmediately. or followed at all. by an active 
faterest in the League of Nations itself. At the 
tame time there is in this overture the germ of 

{ nmething that should eventually inject a 
idler measure of American influence into .the 
tBrious agencies that are formed and forming to 
(iflurc the dangers of serious international dis¬ 
abl'd. President Harding and his associates set 
an excellent example in calling the Washington 
Conference. It did an enormous amount of good 
because it brought the representatives of five 
great nations together and established a genuine 
lOaire on their parts to remove much of the ma¬ 
terial which provokes war. Because it resulted in 
Only a moderate start towards disarmament, be 
4)ause the more spectacular of its decisions merely 
involved the scrapping of certain engines of de¬ 
struction Whose future and efficacy are open to 
doubt, some pessimists have already discounted 
the value of the agreements reached. 

This is not a fair view of the accomplish¬ 
ments of the Conference. The principal proof 
• that President Harding's course has amply re¬ 
paid the world lies in the fact that it established 
‘^'J'.fiew intf^WhsTamtal bond trttweon Oreaf Brit- 
gin and our neighbor to the South in respect of 
what at one time threatened to ruffle the good 
delations that have existed so long and must con¬ 
tinue to exist between them. Britain realizes that 
disarmament can be brought about and the 
^eague of Nations taken out of its somewhat 
academic nil if the latter's half a hundred states 
tould add the United States to the roster. But 
(rithout that influence, without the aetjve co¬ 
operation of llO.OQlUkV) people, it 'is ilifficult to 
do the very things which the whole world is try ! 
{ng to demand should be done. 

, v Thus it can he set down that this gesture of 
(he President of the United .States will be viewed 
With 'the greatest possible interest throughout 
the world. He Will be adding to his own diffi¬ 
culties as far as a considerable section of public, 
opinion in hia own country is concerned; but he 
Will have the satisfaction of discovering how far 
)e can take his followers over a course which 
tuny of them have so often forsworn.. 

MB. OLIVER '8 MISSION. 

' British Columbians who have watched the 
Bewspapera of this country during the last few 
b'erks will have come to the conclusion that if 
Premier Oliver does not get all the results for 
Which ho has worked so hard he has made out 
tn hxcoptionally strong case for better "treatment 
of this Prqvince iu respect of freight rates. This 


is one question upon which all British Columbians 
are firmly united and we are of the opinion that 
no kind of partisan feeling would mar the con¬ 
gratulations to which Mr. Oliver is entitled. In 
his interviews with the Dominion Government 
and before many large and influential bodies 
throughout the country he has energetically com¬ 
bined fundamental and historical fact with lan¬ 
guage quite simple to undera'tand. The West will 
look forward to the fruits of his labors and 
recognize in his indisposition of the moment the 
aftermath of continual strain and much travel¬ 
ling. He is fortunate iu his possession of a stout 
constitution that is capable.of satisfying substan¬ 
tial demands. His early recovery will be hoped 
for.

As a 
promise of solution for the Near East question it 
is not'worth the time given to its consideration. 

Turkey and other countries who indulge in 
the pastime of trying to drive a wedge into the 
good relations which exist between Great Britain 
and France may just as well recognike the fact 
that French action in the Ruhr is not the first 
time Britain's ally has tried force with her an¬ 
cient foe since the armistice. She sent her troops 
to Frankfort against the wishes of Downing 
Street; hut the difference uf opinion, which will, 
always exist among two peoples so diametrically 
opposed iu national characteristics and individ¬ 
ual sentiment, did not disturb the practical forep 
and unanimity upon which the Entente is based 
and will survive. 

The Near East question has produced similar 
conflicts of opinion between British and French 
representatives. In a general sense, however. 
Turkey-hua found, and will continue to find, per¬ 
fect accorfi. Aud Great Britain may yet use a 
little '•persuasion” with Germany.

More than thirty years ago a Huddersfield 
charwoman repaid to the local Board of Guar¬ 
dians out of her saViugs the sum of £47.0.0 which 
had been paid to her father and mother in re¬ 
lief.

Showing Motion Pictirer- 
To Bandits and Villagers 
In Remote Pirt« of Chinn 


This story is part of the account 
given by R. P. Montgomery of his 
experience* in showing the movies 
to Chinese bandits. Mr. Montgomery 
is attached to the American Presby¬ 
terian Mission at Llnchow. Kwang- 
tung Province. China, hut Is at pre¬ 
sent on leave of absence, and is mak¬ 
ing his headquarters at the Y.M.C.A. 
here. 

Taking advantage of a short holi¬ 
day vacation In my boarding-school 
at Llnchow. South China, one day 1 
started from home with my little 
Path# machine, prepared to give 
some Chinese mountaineers their drat 
motion picture thrills. Taking turns 
with me at riding my pony were my 
Chinese student secretary, who came 
along to explain the pictures, and 
one of my school teachers We 
reached our dm abjective, a -in He 
village among the mountains twenty- 
live tnlleMSTrom home, at 5 p.m. A 
big strong coolie carried the ma¬ 
chine. sixteen short films, and our 
bedding, suspended from a pole on 
his shoulders. We had travelled a 
I stone-paved foot-path, generally fol- 
[ ling the watercourses, for that is the 
i only type of road available in that 
part of China. 

The little store-building used for a 
chapel was crowded with men that 
night long before the pictures were 
to be shown. Tickets had been sold 
vance by Th* Chine*- 
preacher at four cents each. but| 
many had gotten them free on aomei 
pretext or other, end the local Chris- 1 
tlans had paid half rates. The peo- 1 
pie here were wary, for this was sn 
Innovation, and many asked to be al¬ 
lowed to pay after they bad seen the 
Alms, and had been satisfied that, 
they were worth the price. For the 
impecunious, something less than the 
maximum fee could be written in the 
blank, w hile the wealthy could pay , 
four cents and be conscious of great 
generosity. Moreover, those who got 
in free would no t be reckoned as 
: dead-beats and to "lose face.'* 
Method o 4 Showing, 
j Our plan was to use our excellent 
series of Alms illustrating the life of 
Jesus, but to open and close with 
secular subjects. All went well, as 
manfi' people seeing the pictures 
through the door, behind which they 
stacked up in tiers on various sup¬ 
ports, as had entered the room. 

The next afternoon we went out 
Ave miles to a little hamlet in the 
country tt wm* one of the manyfor- 
tlAed citadels which ate maintained 
[ by country gentlemen in China. The 
outermost houses, are close side by 
side, arranged so ss to form a rec¬ 
tangular wall when the gates are 
closed at night, tha outer windows! 
being small and heavily barred. On 
our way out we passed the' place on 


the road where the leading man of 
thi* hamlet, a public-spirited cltixen 
and father of the Christian teacher 
who Was with us. had been cruelly 
murdered a few weeks before by sol¬ 
diers in the pay of hi* personal en¬ 
emies. 

Only Behool In Neighborhood. 

On reaching the hamlet, we wended 
our way through a tnuxe of stone - 
paved, dirty alleys, full of cows. pics, 
dogs, chickens and children. Finally 
we came to a long three-story build¬ 
ing, semi-American style, the home 
of our murdered friend and his teach¬ 
er son. The pictures were to be 
shown here under the suspires of the 
little Christian primary boarding- 
school for boys, which was housed 
in the capacious third story. The 
teacher, a friend of our teacher and 
employed by him, had trained the 
boys to be very polite, and every one 
of the thirty made a low bow and 
repeated my name as he greeted us. 

Here we showed our Alms twice, as 
there were too many people to get in 
at once.. The prices here had been 
shaded to suit the locality. We got 
a good meal here, and walked back to 
town in time for ladies’ night at the 
chapel 

The next dap we made -an ewly- 

start. headed for a school several 
miles across the Provincial border.* 
where one of our Christian graduate* 
wui teaching. 

Boon after crossing the border, wej 
I passed through a village where I 
some scores of men In uniform, their 1 
heads wrapped in black turbans.] 
were loafing about, talking and i 
gambling We overheard one of them i 
say: "Shall we rob them?” But no-I 
body molested us. A little further 
! on we descended Into a river valley. 

I where we saw mere of the earns fel- 
. I6#b strolling about. A ' sentinel. 

I paring up and down with a modern 
army rifle in hi* hand*, told us--to 
elop. made several enquiries. and 
politely told us we would have to 
nend our cards to hie commanding of- 
Acer, In another village, half a mile 
away. We did so. After about an j 
hour the messenger returned and told j 
us we would have to go in person. 
The Chinese pescher and I followed 
him to the village, which seemed to] 
contain hundreds of soldiers and no¬ 
body else. We were taken up Into 
the village temple, which as usual 
was evidently being used for bar¬ 
racks. Everyone who cured to, in¬ 
cluding the cook, plied ua with ques¬ 
tions. After half an hour the "col¬ 
onel." a dissolute-looking young 
man In civilian dress, appeared and 
made .careful Inquiries about our 
Identity, purpose and destination. 
After delivering a curtain lecture of 
some length, he escorted us In per¬ 
son. through crowds of curious sol¬ 
diers and camp-followers, to a bridge, 
beyond which, he said, he had no 
Jurisdiction. Then be left us. with a. 
charge to report there to him when 
we returned the following day. The! 
loss of two hours had tried our pa¬ 
tience somewhat, for oiir destination | 
was eight miles away, and It waa be¬ 
ginning to rain. 

Guarding Their Property. 

We crossed the hushes, and fol¬ 


lowing down the rlvdr. toon began to 
encounter armed meii along the road, 

keeping well hidden. Across the ri¬ 
ver. which had made an abrupt turn, 
we saw hundreds of them skulking In 
the bushes. They were vere friendly 
to lie. and asked us regarding the 
forces we had Just Isft. Evidently 
they were ^udrdlng the road down 
the valley, to protect their property 
and families against the ’'colonel” and ! 
his discharged soldier*. Along to¬ 
wards dusk, as we passed a small 
waited city, a young man standing Ip 
the city gate hailed ua. He proved 
to be an Ill-natured fellow who had 
been expelled from our school. a year 
before! but he was glad to see us. 
and urged ua to put up there for the 
night. He informed us that all the 
schools in that region were closed, 
the children having scattered for 
fear of being kidnapped by the “col¬ 
onel.” We went in. and our Chris¬ 
tian teacher, summoned by wireless, 
soon appeared- After a good supper, 
tickets were sold by our host*, sev¬ 
eral of our old students, and the pic¬ 
tures were shown in the home of one 
of them to a crowded house. 

An early morning walk along the 
slimy, odorous main street of the 
town—Jostled by cows, pigs and 
doom. - stre n gthened* our orlgfn*i re*-* 
solve to retruce our steps at, once. 
•Conflicting report* were brought by 

C tuple we met on the road. Soon we 
egan to meet the "home defenders.” 
coming home single Ale along the 
narrow path. . Such un assortment of 
weapons I had never seen. Besides 
the armed men. scores of others car¬ 
ried burdens of rioe and cooking 
utenells. One man carried a titty 
colt, foaled the night before, coiled 
about hie neck. It appeared that the 
"colonel” and his follower* had been 
conquered, in the usual way. That 
is, getting (teired because they were 
outnumbered, they hod retired before 
the other force had got in range. 

Cleaned Out by Rebbere. 

^We spent the next night in a little 
country village where there were a 
score of'Christians, and showed our 
pictures to them and their friends. 
The price here was one cent. This 
village had been cleaned out by rob- j 
bers a year before, and so was espe- . 
dally poor. One of our Christian j 
men had been kidnapped on that oc¬ 
casion. and had been so cruelly beat - j 
en that he will always be a weakling. 

This was our second visit to this' 
village, and. a* ‘before. I had - the | 
best bedroom In town. What cared 11 
if the lower floor, below me. was oo- | 
cupled by a large hog? This house I 
was the only building its owner poo- ! 
sessed. and If the hog had been left 
outdoors at night It would have been 
missing In the morning , 

The next day, Sunday. q*e went in 
to the market town which we had 
visited Arst. intending to pass the 
day quietly there. In the afternoon 
we saw the " colons T~nnrt some of his 
friends walking the street with the 
c omma pder of tlte lo*'s4 entMtia, who 
had been the leader of a robber band 
a year before, but had now "re¬ 
formed," on condition that he should 
have a good "regular" Job. About 4 
p.m. thlM commander came in and 
made our acquaintance. He was a

cordial, handsome athletic fellow of 
28 years, and when he requested u* 
to show the pictures to hie men that 
night, we consented. (He was guar¬ 
dian of the road we were to-travel 
the next-day). — 

Robbers Take Cattle. 

Monday’s ten-mile Journey took us 
through a region where, a year and 
a half before, robbers had taken all 
the rattle-ivarlng'ttie tnrnwrir'txrdtg* 
up their fields by -hand instead of 
plowing them, and to drag their har¬ 
rows themselves. A few cattle had 
been replaced this year, but some 
land lay fallow, deserted, and the rest 
was stirred by hand. 

The young preacher and his wife 
at our next stopping-place had a 
nice clean room waiting for un. The 
primary girls' school, with 35 St un¬ 
dents. taught by a Christian widow 
In the chapel, made our heart* glad. 
It had been in existence only two 
month*, and was the first far 

girl* ever maintained In this town of 
l.ooo people.. Thai night our crowd 
was largt- and well-behaved, there 
being few soldiers in this town.

In the Aral place John Tiller . is 
itrohably the most widely known 
teacher of ensemble dancing In the 
world. He never has left England, 
but his dancing troupes have been 
all over the world. The London I 
Palace Girls, appearing at the Palace 
Theatre. London, he regarded a* hi* 
brat dancers, and It was always the 
most accomplished of his pupils who 
were assigned to vacancies in this 
troupe, which ha* always consisted 
of sixteen dancer*.
